Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[(Spe 
cial.]J—With no effort to temper the 
vehemence of his feelings, Charles G. 
Dawes of Chicago, who as a brigadier 
general had charge of supply procure 
ment in France, continued today be- 
fore the house committee his assault 
on government extravagance in peace 
time and his defense of the American 
army and its achievements. 

Punctuating his remarks with an 
emphasis indicating long service in 
France, Gen. Dawes criticized congress 
for permitting extravagance while 
looking for flaws in the brilliant record 
of ‘the army. 

“If you men,” he said, “ would spend 
more time trying to stem the millions 
of waste going on under your noses we 
would have a hell of a lot better gov- 
ernment.” 

“Swing the Ax, Mr. Harding!” 

“Let the new president,” Gen. 
Dawes said, “ come\ out with a definite 
plan for a business government that 
will crystallize public sentiment 
hind it and it will choke selfish inter- 
ests that have been wasting public 
funds. 

“There is only one man who can 
bring about better codrdination be- 
tween government agencies, and that 
‘is the president. He can do it only 
by wielding the meat ax on their 
damned heads. Unless Harding does 
it in the first six months of his admin- 
istration the administration will be a 
failure. 

“This committee should turn its at- 
tention to eliminating millions ‘of waste 
right here in Washington instead of 
trying to put fly specks on the Ameri-

Abrams, promoter of the fictitious Tri- 
umph Oil company, on a warrant 
charging him with operating a confi- 
dence game, which it is claimed netted 
him $150,000, two branches of the .fed- 
eral government yesterday began in- 
vestigations into the activities of the 
missing “efficiency expert.” 

Evidence to be placed before the fed- 
eral grand jury was sought by Assist- 
ant District Attorney James R. Glass, 
while A. E. Germer, assistant mail in- 
spector, started an inquiry as to wheth- 
er Abrams had used the mails to de- 
fraud by misrepresentation of his 
mythical oil company. 

Baggage Sent to NeW York. 


Search for Abrams Centers’ in New 


York City, where the police have 
learned his baggage Was sent and 
Where two women, victims of Jis 


scheme, located Mim at the home of 
relatives on Kelly street. Instructions 

wired to the New York police. 
Abrams managed to slip away. 
He is believed hiding in that city with 
thousands of dollars obtained from res- 
idents of Edgewater and business asso- 
ciates. 

The warrant for Abrams’ arrest was 
sworn to by Al M. Kantro, owner of a 
ighting and fixture shop at 186 North 
La Salle street, who declares he was 
SWindled out of $1,000.

According to J. G. Cohen, president 
of the Retail Systems corporation, of 
which Abrams was vice president, the 
author of *“ The Oklahoma Oil Bubble’ 
lived a double business life, and car- 
ried on the gigantic “swindle” with- 
out his partner knowing that 
he was Interested in oil. 

Cohen accompanied Abrams and 
Walter E. Ransom, 937 Diversey park- 
way, on a motor trip to New York City 
last summer. At the time Ransom was 
investing heavily in the fictitious oil 
company. He sold his garage business 
to have more money to give Abrams, 
and his contributions total approxi- 
mately $12,000, 

“That man Abrams worked his oil 
game without giving me the slightest 


ddea of what was going on,” said Cohen 


in the offices he occupied with Abrams 
in the Harris Trust building. “ Why,
